Hey write from Ratisbon of the 23d of 
April, that, Monfieur Spanheim , the 
» Dutch Refident, prefented lately to the 
General Diet of the Empire a Memorial 
on the part of the States General, the 
Subftance of which is as follows, ) 


‘ The Diet havifig declar’d. War againft France 
‘ and her Adherents, and in purfuance of that De- 
‘ claration refolv’d to raife an Army of 120000 Men, 
‘ their High Mightineffes were in hopes that Refo- 
‘ Jution would have been effectually executed with 
‘ all Zeal and requifite Diligence ; fo thatthe Mem- 
‘bers or Eftates, who had not openly declar’d for 
‘the Enemy, would have furnifh’d timely their Cén- 
‘tingents of this Army. But their High Mighti- 
‘ nefles perceive with great Regret, thar the Circles 
‘do not fhow the Zeal that is neceffary , and thar 
‘ by reafon of their Slownefs the Atmy of the Em- 
‘ pire cannot be early and compleat in. the Field, 
‘which puts the Empire and the Liberty of all Eu- 
‘rope into imminentDanger. The of the 
‘ French over the Rhine; the Lofs of Fort Kehl, and 
‘ the Confternation which that has fpread into fo 
‘many Places, are evident Marks of the Greatnefs 
“ and extent of this Danger. 
“to fear further Mifchief, unlefs all the Members of 
* the Empire in geheral, and every one in particular, 
“ enliven their Zeal, and take {peedy Meafures to 
“bring their- Army into the Field, well provided 
“with all Neceffaries. Their High Mightineffes 
“look upon it as a thing certain, that this War, 
‘into which they were oblig’d to enter joyntly with 
* the Empire and their other High Allies, cannot be 
* broughtto a happy Iffue, except all thofe who are 
* intereffed in the Liberty of Europe make. ftrong Ef- 
‘ forts to keep off the Slavery that threatens them. 
‘ Their High Mightineffes, befides the extraordinary 
* Efforts they have already made, have taken a Re- 
‘ folution in Conjunétion with the Queen of Great 
Britain further to augment their Troops with 20000 
_ Men, to give an Example to others, and particu- 
_ larly ro give a Proof of their Affection to the Em- 
; pire; And fora fure Demonftraticn, of it, have 

feat to the Uppet-Rhine a confiderable Succour of 
_ Troops, in hopes the Army of the Empire will 
quickly be form’d, and that. they may recall that 
, Detachment in Cafe they thould have occafion to 
‘nploy,them for their wn Service." Their, High-

_ Bruffels, April 26. The Marthal de Villeroy ar- 
riv'd here on the 26th, and was welcom’d by our 
Magiftrates with the ufual Prefent of Wine. To- 
morrow feveral Veifels laden with Ammunitions of 
‘War are to fet out from Lifle for Ghent. 12 Bar- 
tallions and 12 Squadrons are march’d out of Artois 
through Mons towards the Maefe. ' 

Courtray, April29. On the 26th the Troops of 
the King’s Houfhold pafs'd through this Place and 
‘Audenard, from Lifle, in their way to Bruffels. 

Bergen op Zoom, April 30. Yefterday came. hither 
18 Dragoons, all in new Cloaths, with 22. Horfes: 
who deferted from Antwerp. 

_ From the Paris Gazette a Ja main,dated April 27. 

They write from Lisbon, That notwithftanding 
the preffing inftances of the Minifters of that Court, 
who have;been wrought upon to efpoufe the In- 
tereft of the Confederates againft France, and even 
‘tho’ his Portuguefe Majetty’s Confeffor feconded 
them, that King has declar’d he will continue Neuter 
in the prefent War. Se 

rom the Paris Gazette, dated April 28. - 
_ Pars, April 28. We have advice from Durkirk, 
That on the 20th of this Month, the Adroit, a Frigar 
of 30Guns commanded by Captain -St. Pol; the 
Milford of 40, Captain Marillacs and the Driade 
of 40 Captain Gratton; with 2 Privateers of 12 Guns 
each, fail’d out of that Pert, and in the Evening 
‘were joyn’d by a Privateer of Oftend call’d the 
Queen of Spain carrying 40 Guns, and commanded 
by Captain Buftenbuft. Next Morning at eleven 
a clock they difcover’d a Fleet bound for England 
from the Maefe,convoy’d by 4 Men of War. Captain 
St. Pol immediately ftood towards the Commodore 
who tack’d and made away from him, whereupon 
he attack’d another who after 2 broadfides ftruck, 
and was fecur’d by the Milford; the Commodore 
coming to her affiftance was likewife attack’d by 
Captain St. Pol, and after a Fight of an hour and 
half was taken by him. She is call’d the Salisbury, 
carries 50 Guns and 250 Men, of which 50 were 
kill'd, befides what were wounded, and was com- 
manded by Captain Richard Cotton; the 2 other 

Men of War, one of 30, the other of 40 Guns, 
efcap’d. The Privateers took cight of the Merchant 
Ships ; our Ships with their Prizes return’d into Dun- 
kirk on the 23d in the Morning. Captain St. Pol 
had but 3 Men kill’d, and 25 wounded, of which 
number is the Sieur Bart.

Amfterdam,May 1.Letters from Dunkirk fay,that but 

7 Merchant Ships of the London Fleet were brought 
into that Harbour on the 23d, That of the French 
Ships" whe took them one had 8, two 16, and the 
other five 40 Guns each ; that the Englifh Man of 

War made a very brave Refiftance for one Hour and 

an half; and had not yielded then,but that one of the 

Guris of her lower Tire burft, and did her fo much 
Damage that the cou’d not be defended longer.
